DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

• Claims 36-46 and 48-79 are allowed. 

• Claims 1-35, 47 and 80-97 are cancelled. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The closet prior art was that which was cited in the previous office action filed 
on 07/28/2009 but fails to specifically disclose a seed for implantation into a subject, 
wherein the seed is a combination product comprising an imaging , radipaque, or other 
diagnostic marker, and one or more biodegradable structures effective to maintain 
orientation in tissue, and one or more compliant setal or hair structures which impart 
adhesive properties upon implantation into a target tissue, wherein one or more 
structures comprises studs, knobs, ribs, fins, grapple shaped anchors, wings, 
stabilizers, bristles, rings, bands, hooks, or combinations thereof, wherein the one or 
more structures prevents migration of the seed for a period of time from about 10 
minutes to about three years, or render obvious the combination of components as 
recited in claims 26 and 60. The claims subject matter is not taught or suggested by the 
cited reference and thus, the claimed matter is considered to be novel and patentably 
distinct over the prior art of the record.
